Allowable Claims 

1 . Claims 4, 7, 10 and 15 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 4 and 10, in combination with other limitations of the claims, 

the prior art of record fails to disclose or specifically suggested means for prompting a 
user to indicate language usage pattern preferences said prompting means including 
means for presenting to said user a plurality of passages, each utilizing a different 
personal pronoun.
